—At least 42 persons died here last 
night when

cloudburst,

storm and flash flood ravaged this

authorities said today.

ute-long storm.

Chief and traditional political foe 


of the liberals is the progressive 
conservative party led by the for- 
mer premier of Ontario, George 
Drew. Socialism is represented by 
the cooperative commonwealth fed- 
eration (CCF) led by M. J. Cold- 
well. There 
are 
several 
minor 
parties. 


A total of 954 candidates seeks 


262 seats in Canada's 21st parlia- 
ment. Newfoundland will vote as a 
province of Canada for the 
first 
time. 
There is a royal issue in Bel- 


gium. The nation's largest party— 
the social Christian — is support- 
ing a proposal that former King 
Leopold III be put back on 
the 


throne. He now is in exile in Swit- 
zerland. 


Many Belgians resent 
the

that Leopold surrendered his coun- 
try to the Nazis instead of fleeing 
to set up a government to fight in 
exile as did Queen Wilhelmina of 
Holland and other rulers. 


The return of Leopold is oppooed 
by the Socialists, Communists and 
Liberals. 
The s o c i a l Christians 
promise that if they form the gov- 
ernment they will hold an early 
referendum 
on the royal 
issue. 
Voting will take place Sunday, and 
women will cast their ballots for 
the first time in Belgium. Voting 
is compulsory.

Syria is holding a rubber stamp 
election today — there is only one 
presidential candidate on the bal- 
lot. He is Col. Husni Zayim, mili- 
tary governor of the country since 
tie ousted the previous regime last 
March.

Talks on Coal 
Contracts Hit 
Critical Stage 


Pittsburgh, June 25 —(IP)— The 
nation's 48,000' United Mine Work- 
ers began 
their 
annual 
10-day 
vacation today as new contract 
negotiations headed 
toward 
the 
crucial stage. . 


A major part of the 
soft 
coal 
industry recessed negotiations yes- 
terday. It 
was 
indicated 
some 
progress had been made. 


However, the negotiators will be 
racing against time 
when 
they 
met again next week. The UMW 
contract runs out June 30. There's 
no question at least part of the 
industry will be struck if a new 
contract hasn't been signed by the 
time the miners end their holiday. 
The vacation is the 
third 
work 
stoppage of the year for the UMW 
miners but the 
first for which 
they'll be paid. They 
get $100 
apiece from the operators. 


In March the miners quit work 


for two weeks to protest appoint- 
ment of Dr. James Boyd as direc- 
tor of the U. S. bureau of mines 
and to memoralize miners killed 
and injured in 1948. Last 
week 
they were idle again, this time as 
the result 
of "a •'• "stabilization" 
walkout ordered by John L. Lewis, 
militant leader of the UMW. 


Lewis called both walkouts under 
a contract clause calling for his 
men to work only when "willing 
and able." The southern coal pro- 
ducers 
a s s o c i a t i o n wants 
that clause eliminated from 
the 
new contract. It also wants to eli- 
minate the union' shop clause re- 
quiring miners to join the UMW. 
Lewis thus far has made only 
general demands. 
He 
wants 
-a 
shorter work day and the going 
rete of pay increased— whatever 
that might prove to be. 
Miners 
now average $14.05 
a 
day 
and 
work eight hours a day. 


The UMW head also wants more 
money for his welfare and pension 
fund. It's financed now by a 20- 
cent royalty on each ton of coal.

ducers at Bluefield, W. Va. 


On Tuesday morning Lewis will 
conference again with a big bloc of:
